THe Lewer by which the moft illiftrious Pre- 
late Henry Bifhop of London was pleas’d 10 
acquaint us with your Affection for us, was ex- 
aremely acceptable to us. For, having been in- 
form’d you had entertain’d an ill Opinion of us, 
and that the Name of Geneva was become ouious 
among you, he ler us know on your Part, that 
thofe were Prejudices and antiquated Notions not 
yet wholly extinguifh’d, and that what had been - 
publith’d thereupon by fome did nor concern us, 
buc certain Perfons who rejecting the Dilcipline 
and Liturgy of the Church of England pretend to 
act by our Example. But, that moft illuftious .Pre- 
late knew this was a thing wholly remote from 
our Sentiments: And indeed, moft dear and much 
honour’d Brethren in. Chrift , we are fo far ftom ha- 
ving a Diflike to the Church of England, that we 


Rave rather always had a great Efteem for her; nor 
. When any of us:have been in. England have we a- 


voided her Congregations and Communion. “Our 


. Minifters, efpecially Calvin dnd Beza, held Corref- 


-pondence by,Letters with the moft eminent Pre- 
lates of England, and we have never let flipe aily 


-Occafion that has been offer’d to thew our Kft 


of your Liturgy and Confeffion. of Faith ; of whic 
divers Teftimonies are extant. In like manner we 
embrace the prefent Opportunity, that. whar has 


_ either been forgotten or is ndt at all Known to fome 


among you, may, no longer be conceal’d. ur 
dblick 


and Necefficy requir’d ; but we neither reject nor 
defpife thofe that are different from ours. For in 


and our Neighbour, a Worfhip free from all Super- 
ftirion and Idolatry, which are fofficient to attain 
Salvation, may well confift with Diverfity of Rives. 
We therefore with thefe Bands of Communion 
and Chriftian Charity may in no wife be broken: 
For if we refided' among you, we would moft 
willingly communicate with you in holy things ; 
and have nothing more at Hearc than in 
Conjunction with yow ro do fomething for the 
common Advantage of the Evangelical Chuurches, 


more particularly for the Peace and Honour of the 
‘ Church of England, and for the Deftruction of: the 


Papiftical Tyranny. Whenever you fhall judge us 
able to contribute any thing to that End, you fhall 
find us ready, as well as to give Proof of what we 

have above declar'd to be our Thoughts. We'defire 

you not to contemn thefe zealous Tenders of our 
fincere Love.and Refpe&, which will ever continte,
